The Dofgtors: of the Popi/h Church have had re- 
curfe to Forgeries, to invalidate this Confe/fion of Faith, and 
the Greeks affembled at the laft Council of Ferufalem, under 
their Patriarch Dofithezs, have not only difcovered it, but 
pofitively aflerted, that Cyril Lucar, the Patriarch of Conftan- 
tinople, never was of the fame Opinion, as it is exprefs’d in 
that Confeffion of Faith, Printed at Gemeva under his Name; 
ad with which they fay, we falfly tax all their Churches, 
tho quite contrary to their true Sentiments. 

This is doubtlefs one of the moft weighty Controver-
